|l)crs of your honorable bodies to 
jgiva close attention to the section of 
j i h c annual report of the 
conserva- 


tion commission dealing with refor- 
estation. 
It sets forth clearly that 


maintenance of production upon the 
lands of the state is a vital necessity.

* The fact that about ten 


thousand acres have been planted 
this year is encouraging but because 
of the great area needing the serv- 
ice, progress lo my way of- thinking 
is altogether too slow. Additional 
provision should be made at once bv 
the state for an adequate supply of 
young trees for planting stock and 
for the reforestation of state lands. 
The conservation commission certi- 
fies the 
amount required 
for the 


progress of thin work, and I trust 
vou will give their recommendation 
most careful consideration." 


In his annual report Commissioa- 


T Macdonalc! said: 


'"There are upwards of 4,000 000 


cres of idle, non-productive land in 
this state which is suitable only for 
the growing Of timber. There Is al- 
ready a scarcity of timber. Our in- 
dustries are increasing the demand 
on our forest resources. 
It is 


therefore, imperative, as an econom- 
ical and industrial measure for this 
jstate to greatly increase 
the steps 


Mvhich it has only begun in the re- 
clamation of this vast area in order 
; to purchase material of which wood 
|J3 ths basis for our civilization and 
industries. The production of wood 
is a necessity and a benefit to all the 
people no matter what their inter- 
est."

The enlargement 
of 
the state's 
| forest nurseries will enable the state 
to greatly increase Its supply of 
planting stock and to plant trees on 
state land. For the past two years 
it has not been possible for the "state 
to do any planting on state land be- 
cause of the great demand for trees 
for planting on private land and be- 
cause individual orders were given 
preference over state planting. 


Within the past three years there 


has been an enormous increase in 
tree planting throughout Use state as 
the need of and profits in planted 
forests became better understood by 
farmers, industrial concerns, sports- 
men and others and both In 1923 
and 1924 the entire output of the 
state's nurseries was absorbed by or- 
ders tearing none for planting on 
state land.

Corporations 
subject to sales tax or occupational 
tax also have their par'i.-'ilar forms 
to fill out. A domest - corporation

30. In the case of a foreign corpor-

The forms required from corpora- 


tions in general for income tax pur- 
poses may be divided
